DEATHS ON CROW’S NEST 
RAILWAY. 


Speech by Fran Oliver, M. P., on 
June Ist, on discussion raised by A. 
C. Bell, M. P., for Pictou, Nova 
Scotia. From Hansard : 


Mr, Oliver. I regret very much 
having to sey anything on this mat- 
ter, but I think the house will admit 
that under all the circumstances I 
would be lacking in justice to myself 
if I did not state the facts as I know 
them in this particular case, and also 
the action which I took in the matter. 
As has already been stated the case 
oecurred in the district which I repre- 
sent, and it is of importance not so | 
much on account of this particular | 
case in itself, as from the fact that 
this was but a sample case of what | 
was occuring on the works on the 
Crow’s Nest Pass railway all last sum- 
mer, according to the best informa- 
tion I haye received. I supposed 
that this matter would have come 
before the house in a regular way by 
the presentation of the report of the 
Crow’s Nest Pass commission. The 
commissioners were almost on the 
ground at the time this occurred ; 
They covered the whole route of the 
Crow’s Nest: Pass railway and the 
facts as to the treatment of the sick 
men must he within their knowledge, 
so that if the report were before the 
house I should think hon. gentlemen 
would be thoroughly informed in re- 
gard to the condition of affairs that 
existed. But as that report is not 
before the house, and as this question 
has come up, and as I have certain 
personal knowledge of this particular 
case I will take the liberty of stating 
the facts as I know them. The men 
on the Crow’s West Pass railway were 
taxed 50 cents per month out of their 
pay for medical attendance,-and the 
medical attendance provided for that 
consideration was that the manager 
of the construction of the line, con- 
tracted or hired certain physicians to 
give medical attendance to the men, 
these doctors being piaceec in charge 
of the men on certain sections. 

Mr. Foster. Was that rule made 
by the sub-contractor or by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company. 

Mr. Oliver. It was made by Mr. 
Haney, the man who managed the 


whole business for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Mr. Haney hired | 
the dectors and gave each doctor a 


section and paid the doctor such 
salary as he could arrange with him; 
and I may say the general impression 
is that Mr. Haney, or the company 
for whom he was working, had quite 
a margin of profit between the amount 


the laburers paid and the amount 
paid the do tors for medical atten- 
dance. 

Mr. Bell, (Pictou). I understand 
from information obtained by 
the government solicitor at Leth- 


bridge, that one doctor named Mew- 
burn bad control of the medical atten- 
dance and I think he employs subor- 
dinates. IT think the contract was 
directly between the Canadian Pacific 
Raijway and Dr. Mewburn. 


Mr. Oliver. I regret to say that I 
am compelled to differ from the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Bell). While Dr.Mew- 
burn had charge of several sections, 
he did not have charge of the whole 
of the work as I understand it, or 
if he had he certainly was not a con- 
tract doctor. He was hired just as 
the other doctors were, and the com- 
pany were the contractors with the 
workmen for medical attendance and 
benefitted to the extent of the price 
paid to them by the workmen, and 
the price paid by the company to the 
doctors. But the company in provid- 
ing medical attendance such as it was, 
did not provide hospital accommoda- 
tion, and as everybody understands, 
medical attendance under such circum- 
stances without hospital aceommoda- 
ticn is of comparatively little value. 
As a matter of fact ali last summer 
mea had to be transported from any 
point upon the work where they were 
found sick, to hospital at MacLeod, 
and if the hospitalat MacLeod was too 
full they were taken on 35 miles 
further to Lethbridge. That is to 
say, men suffering from typhoid fever 
were brought from the ‘Crow’s Nest 
Pass 50 miles to MacLeod, and if the 
MacLeod hospital was not ready to 
receive them they were carted on 35 
miJes further to Lethbridge. I do 
not know how many of these men 
died when they got to the hospital, 
but it was considered to be a most 
remarkabie thing by the people who 
lived along the road and were 
acquainted with the circumstances of 


the case, that so few, if any, of them | 


died under that process of transport. 
It was fully expected by those who 
saw the process going on that the 
lives of men would be sacrificed from 
day to day. However, as a matter of 
fact, I believe the deaths of these two 
men wer? the first which occurred in 
transport. JI happened‘ to be at 
Pincher Creek the night the men 
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died. I drove to Pincher Oreek from 
MacLeod on the day they drove the 


\sick men from Crow’s Nest lake to 


Piacher Creek, and the character of 
the weather was such that during the 
last hour of our drive to Pincher 
Creek, although it was broad day- 
light, we could not see twenty-five 
yards ahead of us, because of the 
severity of the storm, These men 
did not reach Pincher Creek until 
after darkness had set in and th 
house can gather from what I have 
said what the weather was like for 
the transport of sick men in their 
condition. Though the town was 
four miles away and all necessary 
treatment could have been got in the 
town, they were dumped into the box 
car to be transported next morning to 
MacLeod hospital. The doctor was 
called out in the sterm which I have 
described and the men died as has 
been already related. That part of 
the story is told and I do not wish to 
dilate on it more than to say again, 
that this was not an isolated case, 
but a sample case. It was a speci- 
men of the treatment which was 
systematically accorded to sick men 
along that road, and was in the 
estimation of all men whom I met 
living along that road, a disgrace to 
civilization. 


Some hon. members Hear, hear. 


Mr. Oliver. I make that state- 
ment irrespective of anything in re- 
card to the general treatment of the 
laborers, because many of the men 
who spoke to me had little sympathy 
with the laborers as regards their 
ordinary treatment, but they said the 
hospital accommodation was a scan- 


dal and should be locked after. 


Now, Mr. Speaker, while this is a 
sufficiently painful part of the sub- 
ject, there is still something more 

ainful, and it is to that I am com- 
pelled to allude in my own justifica- 
tion. This case occurred in the con- 
stituency I represent and came under 
my own personal knowledge. It was, 
I suppose, part of the duty of a mem- 
ber of parliament to see that justice 


was done to people in his constituency, | 


|and I am compelled to go so far as to 

; state some of the steps I took in order 
that I may justify myself before the 
people concerned. I can assure the 
house that the matter was laid before 
the departinent of justice by Coroner 
Mead at the earliest possible daie. 


Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper. When 
was that ? 


Mr. Oliver. The dated stated by 
the member for Pictou (Mr. Bell). 
Some weeks afterwards a merchant 
from Pincher Creek who happened to 
be on business in Cittawa, brought 
the matter to my attention again. i 
supposed that, of course, in the ordin- 
ary process of law the matter was 
being attended to, and that there was 
no questicn, but that the department 
of justice having such a case brought 
to its notice, would attend to it. 
When this gentleman from Pincher 
Creek called here he asked me about 
the case, and we both went to the 
department of justice to see what 
progress had been made. We were 
referred by the minister of justice to 
the deputy minister, and the deputy 
minister informed us that he had no 
jurisdiction in the matter, that he had 
no control over the coroner, that he 
could not provide any funds to argue 
against the injuncticn being granted, 
that, in fact, he could do nothing 
whatever. It seemed to me that he 
considered the matter of no interest 
to him or to the public generally. I 
pressed the matter upon his attention 
from time to time until the injune- 
tion was confirmed; and by that 
time, as the hon. member for Pictou 
(Mr. Bell) has said, the possibility of 
securing evidence that would be satis- 
factory in carrying or the case had 
passed. The railway manager had of 
course taken means to disperse, as far 
as possible, the men in his emp!oy 
who would have been able to give 
evidence in the case. There is no 
doubt that the injunction had been 
secured for that very purpose, ard 
that the object of it was attainec ; 
for, if the question were re-opened, it 
would probably be impossible, owing 
to lack of evidence, to secure a con- 
viction, which I believe could have 
been secured, and would have been 
secured, if the case had been proceed- 
ed with at the proper time. I wish 
to say further, in my own justifica- 
tion, that when the deputy minister 
of justice informed me that the in- 
junction had been issued agains’ 
Coroner Mead because he had been in 
medical attendance on these men, I 
at once suggested to him that if thera 
was any danger of that injunction 
being confirmed, Coroner Mead might 
be withdrawn and another coroner 
put in his place. The deputy minister 
told me he had no authority to do so, 
I pressed the matier further, and 
finally it was suggested indirectly to 
Dr. Mead that he imight withdraw 
aud let another coroner take his place. 
The coroner offered to withdraw if 
asked by the department to do so; 
| that is, he left it to the department 
to decide. But he was not asked to 
withdraw, he did not withdraw, an- 
other did not take his place, and the 
matter remains as it is. This isa 
very painful statement for me to 
make. Ido not wish to drag in anv 
officials of the government; but if it 
comes to a question whether or not I 
have done my duty in this matter, I 
am no going to lic under an imputa- 
tion for the sake of any official of the 
government.

Cn Saturday last Joseph: McDonald 
returned to his home in South Ed- 
imontoa from a trip to Fort St. John. 
where he had gene as guideto the 
Fraithwaite party In the days 
Mr. MeDonald travelled” through the 
mountains from the Ye:lowhead to 
the Jasper Pass and hac. also been 
through the country west of Fort 
Graham, and having thirty years ex- 
perience in prairie navigation and 
packing in the mountains, was amply 
qualified to take an outfit through to 
the Pelly river and make a successful 
trip if anyone could. 


Of his trip Mr. McDonald says the 
parts of the journey which he ex- 
pected to be the easiest he found the 
hardest, and the places where he ex- 
pected to encounter difficulties were 
passed with: comparatively no trouble. 
No portion of the journey was as 
difficult or disheartening as the over- 
iand trail to Lesser Slave lake, which 
he was led to believe was in 2 con- 
dition to be travelled, when as a 
matter of fact it was impassable to 
anything but pack horses, and in 
order to get through, the parties 
blockaded there—and they were 
numerous—had to turn to and cut 
their own road to Swan river. The 
trail runs over mountains and hills 
through a cvuntry absolutely devoid 
of feed and as the outfits on the road 
had made calculations on the time it 
would take them to get to Lesser 
Slave lake, where they could get 
fresh feed for their horses, and had 
taken only feed enough to carry them 
tkrough to the post, the result of the 
blockade, which lasted a week, was 
that they all ran out of hay and grain 
and their horses were on the verge of 
starvation. For days they had 
positively nothing to eat but the bark 
of the trees they were tied to and 
what little frozen moss they found. 
As a result horses dropped in their 
tracks every day till the trail was |

tinue overland alter reacliing Peace 
river crossing, even had they de- 
sired to do so, and so built boats at 
the crossing and went down the 
Peace to take the Ati. basca-Mackenzie 
route. A number of others, about 
thirty parties, decided, however, to 
continue westerly overland as they 
had first intended, and, fortunately, 
as the result showed, their decision 
was a wise one for after passing Slave 
lake the traveller has no serious 
difficulties to face. Mr. McDonald’s 
party took the ice at the crossiag and 
followed up the Peace until ia the 
Vicinity of Dunvegan when they 
turned sshore and shortly <?ter the 
ice breke up. About fifteen parties 
fellowed his lead. From Dunvegan 
to St. John, Mr. McDonald states, 
there is no trail to be followed. An 
Indian trail runs north from Dun- 
vegan to Battle river and another 
Indian trail runs northeasterly from 
St. John. The custom has been to 
follow the Battle rive: trail out from 
Dunvegan aud strike across westerly 
to intercept the St. John trail, but as 
each party has gone on its own hook the 
result is that there is no actual trail 
eonnecting the two points. At Dun- 
vegan the parties clubbed. together 
and hired an Indian guide and they 
made a caick and comparatively easy 
trip across to the St. John tra‘l and 
after striking it it is impossible to go 
wrong as the trail is well beaten. Or 
this part of the trip Mr. MeDonald 
gives some important advice. From 
the Crossing to Dunvegan is a well 
beaten trail, but to follow it into 
Danvegan is making an unnecessary 
detour of about thirty miles in and 
back. By following the trail about 
half wav to Dunvegan, at a place 
called Old Woman’s Jake, a fairly 
well beaten trail made lately by 
travellers leads in a westerly direction.

On the road out 
Mr. McDonald blazed the trees “O 
K” for the benefit of these parties 
following, as he travelled on the srow 
which was rapidly disappesriag and 
obliterating his So man 
parties have since followed that the 
trail should now be plain. 


While at St. John two of Insp. 
Moodie’s men, Arnold and Flaman, 
arrived from Fort Graham where 
they had left the police party. They 
had been seven days in coming from 
Graham and estimated the distance 
to St. John at 155 miles. Flaman 
outlined an easy trail which could be 
followed from Graham to the Liard 
and then on to Frances lake, if desir- 
ed.

At St. John Mr. McDonald hada 
diffzzence of opinion with the other 
members of the party as to purchasing 
more pack horses and turned back 
from that point with his son. The 
other members of the party nameiy C, 
P. Braithwaite, Allen Gmand, Me- 
Pherson and Hotvard Wilkinson had 
not quite decided whether to continue 
overland or go up the river in boats. 
Mr. MeDonald left St. John to return 
on the 13th of May and reached here 
on the 4th instant. From Slave lake 
he came to the Landing by boat, leav- 
ing his horses at the lake to feed up, 
in charge of hisson. Near St. John 
he met a number ot parties on their 
way west, among them being F. Walk- 
er, of Agricola, and Dr. McInnis, who 
were within 100 miles of ‘St. Joha. 
McIntyre, the leader of an Edmonton 
party, and Innis, of Montana, were 
seen and would be now probably at 
Fraiices lake, 

The Hudson’s Bay Co. man, in 
charge at Fert Graham, so Mr. Me- 
Donald was informed by «ne of 
Moodies’ guides, goes down the river in 
his leisure hours and with an ancient 
“rocker” washes from $8 to $10 a day 
in gold from the bars.
